^ I take it that thhso must already have sent directly to the 
Regierungspresident, who fad his own office for receiving mail, 

Q What shows you that the ecfendant von Schirach had no knowledge 


of these documents? 
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A Because he did not initial these documents, Otherwise, if 


documents wore submitted to him, they were initialed; and these documents, 


as I see, were not initialed by him, 

THE PRESIDENT: I do not think the prosecution surrested that they 
were initialed by von Schirache It was quite clearly brought out in von 
Schirach's evidence that he had not initialed them, and that fact was not 
challenged by Mre Dodd, 

DR. SAUTER: Mre President, I believe that a decisive weight should 
be placed on tho fact whother dofendant von Schirach had any knowledge of these 
documents, 

THE PRESIDENT: Why do you keep asking whether they were initialed by 
him or not? That fact, as I have pointed out, has alreacy beon proved and 
not challenged. 

BY DR. SAUTER: 

Q Mr, Witness, I have here a collection of further documents under 
the number 3876=PS. They are further reports from the chief of the 
polices There is another accress on these. It says here, "To the 
Defense Commissioner for the Defense District 17" == that was Vienna -- "for 
the attention of Regierungsrat Dre Fischer in Vienna." 

I am interested in knowing who Dr, Fischer was. Was he in the central 
bureau, or who was he? 

^ I know no Dre Fischer, either in the central bureau or in tho Reich 
governor's office. 

Then how do you explain the fact that in theso reports it always 
says, "To the Reich Defense Commissioner for the Defense District 17, for the 
attention of Regierungsrat Dre Fischer"? 

I assume that is a comworker of Ob ierungsrat Dre Sauper, who 
worked on these natters specifically. And since I see they were secret letters 
they were addressed to himpersonally. 

Q Did the Regierungspresident Dre Dellbruegge report to the defendant 
vcn Schirach on such matters as far as you know, or have cone of his officials 
report it? 

A The Regicrungspresident, in affairs of the Reich governor and Reich 


defense commissioner, reported directly to Mr. von Schirach,. I was not present 
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at these convefsaticns; consequontl I cannot say to what extent ho reported 
to von Schirach on these matters. 

Q If the Regiermgspresider or one of his officials roported to 
the defendant von Schirach on these -3ports, would that be shown on the 
cocunent?

American aircraft was shot down and crashed near the headquarters of the 


Gauleiter's office. That Command Post was on a wooded hill in Vionna which 
was uscd by part of the population to go to during air attackse Von Shirach 
was watching from some ircon structure which was 96 feet high, on which ho 
would always stand during air attacks, and he observed that a member of the 
American crew got out of the aircrafte He immediately ordered the Commander 


in charge of this ommand Post to fo to the place of the crash by car so as 
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to protect the American soldicr acninst the crowd and bring him to snfety. 


The Amcrican soldier was brought to the Command Post and after tho air attack 


ho was handed over to the Air Forco Comand.

In 192, after this hard assignment 
which I was given by the Fuehrer, it was absolutely clear to me under what 
conditions foreign workers could be employed in Germany, ፲ wrote down these 
sentences at that time, This program went to all German agencies which 
dealt with this matter: 

"All of these people must be so fed, housed, and treated that with 
the most trifling commitments imagineable!" -= I mean here the economic 
commitments == "They can do the greatest possible amount of wrk.
